JUST REMODELLED 

Turning off Unter den Linden to 
the left down the government 
street, Wilhelmstrasse, you can see 
the only freshly painted building 
in Berlin: Ribbentrop’s ugly yellow 
palace, with ugly yellow snakes 
wrapped symbolically around 
spheres, that look like the world 
on its front pillars. He has just 
had it remodelled All the rest of 
the buildings are getting dirty 
even Dr. Goebbels’ formerly snow- 
white propaganda palace 

After six o'clock, you can't 
walk on the side of the street 
where the Fuehrer’s house is loc- 
ated A cordon of policemen 
make you cross the street, for 
they are afraid of bombs after 
dark, even when the Fuehrer is 
not at home. The Fuehrer’s yel- 
low-brown chancellery is still the 
same except that the enormous 
bronze doors on its front have 
been removed and melted down 
for the arms industry and replac- 
ed with big, brown wooden doors. 

The last building on the street 
before you turn is where the New 
York Herald-Tribune office was 
until the Tribune’s correspondent 
Ralph Barnes, was kicked out for 
saying Gérman-Russian relations 
were not so cordial and might lead 
to an eventual conflict Every time 
I pass the place, | remember that 
last night I spent with him in his 
office before he caught the train 
drinking cognac because he was 
very sad about being thrown out 
Berlin was a good spot then. Ralph 
was killed in Greece. He would 
have liked seeing Berlin as it is 
now. 

Potsdamer Strasse, which runs 
from the Pschorr Haus down past 
the big Sports Palace where Hitler 
speaks when he comes to Berlin 
from the front, used to be a busy 
shopping centre.

Dancing is strictly forbidden 
by law everywhere for the dura- 
tion of the Russian war.

For one thing, gowns are being 
worn shorter this season; it is 
impossible to buy new gowns and 
so the girls simply had to chop 
off the worn edges of their old 
ones and put in new hems, higher 
up. 

Theatres and show-houses out ia 
the West End are packed over-full 
every night. People haven't any 
thing else to spend their money o 
so even the worst show in town is 
a sell-out every night The big 
variety houses, the Scala and the 
Wintergarten, are having a hard 
time finding enough talent to fill 
their bills, as narrowed by a whole 
sheaf of Nazi decrees since the be 
ginning of the war. Fortune-tellers 
crystal gazers and all kinds of stage 
soothsayers used to be popular with 
German audiences, but when Hess 
flew to Scotland, Goebbels banned 
them all for ever from German 
showhouses because it was said tha 
one of these affected Hess’ decision 
to go. Another big favorite were 
funny-men who specialized in shady 
political jokes, but these too were 
forbidden by Goebbels after a 
while. Favorite music was Ameri 
can jazz and blues songs, but the 
dictator of German Kulture unoffi 
cially informed producers this well 
also was poisoned. Just about all

PROPAGANDA FILMS 
Cinemas are not as popular prin

by opening a second-rate comedy 
called the “Gas Man” at the Gloria 
Palast on Kuafuerstendamm, while 
fifty yards away at the Ufa-Palast 
and extra, super-colossal one hun 
dred and fifty per cent war film 
“Bomber Wing Duetzov,” was play 
ing. The mediocre comedy played to 
packed houses at every present 
ation, while the war film showed to 
a half-empty theatre Unfortunately 
even mediocre comedies have be 
come rarities as war and propa 
ganda films increase in humber. 
News-reels which last almost as 
long as feature-films, used to be 
very popular with Germans, until 
the Russian war. Since then Ger- 
mans have developed a bad case 
of nerves and don't like news-reels 
any more. Too many of them can 
visualize sons, fathers and cousins 
whom they have lost, in those 
dramatic explosions on the screen 
Once they showed a big fat Nazi 
bomber with white teeth painted on 
it to make it look like a shark 
opening up its belly and issuing a 
school of bombs, twenty or thirty of 
them, one after another, All over 
the audience you could hear women 
sucking their breath in through 
their teeth as though cold shivers 
were running up and down their 
spines. People began writing letters 
to the Propaganda Ministry com 
plaining and begging for a change 
of fare.

Edmonton beer parlors, at least some 
of them, are finding it difficult to make 
their beverage quota extend over the new 
hours of sale. A few are closing their 
doors before 10 p.m. A few others have in- 
Stituted beerless minutes in each hour. 

In these circumstances, there may be 
something to be said for the English sys- 
tem of operating public houses where bev- 
erages are sold on a skip-stop basis. That 
is to say, these places open for two hours 
and then close for an hour, and so on, un- 
der varying arrangements, throughout the 
day. 

The purpose of this system is primarily 
to restrict the -consumption of the cus- 
tomer who would seat himself at opening 
time in the morning and drink beer stead- 
ily throughout the day. Such a customer 
is not usually profitable; he consumes 
more than his share of beer; he eventually 
becomes troublesome. The skip-stop 
schedule forces him to retire at intervals 
for more solid refreshment. ‘ 

With beer severely rationed, some such 
arrangement might work well in Edmon- 
ton,

Gardens for Everybody 


Last year the vacant lot vegetable gar- 
dens in Edmonton numbered more than 
4,000. This year it is expected that at 
least 5,000 such city plots will be cultivat- 
ed by those citizens who are determined to 
be independent of the commercial supply 
in at least one class of foodstuffs. 

This is one case in which the inordin- 
ately widespread area of Edmonton be- 
comes a household benefit. The vacant 
spaces which occur at frequent intervals 
among the more highly settled sections 
may complicate the transportation prob- 
lem. But they do afford everybody a 
chance for some small plot of vacant 
ground on which to grow vegetables. 


And everybody should grow vege- 
tables. Every householder, unless favored 


with an unusually spacious garden area 
of his own, should take steps to get sum- 
mer rights on one of these vacant pro- 
perties, as close as possible to his home. 
Ottawa has announced that there is 
every possibility of meat rationing. Trans- 
portation, upon which the city supply of 
many foodstuffs depends, tends to become 
more difficult each week. A vegetable 
garden on a vacant Edmonton lot is a 
guarantee of a plentiful and nutritious 
food supply next summer and winter.
